Conditions are different when the 
brood mare is not worked, but it will 
pay to bring In mare. and colt occa- 
sionally for two or three weeks be- 
fore weaning and treat them as has 
been suggested. It is important to 
have the colt stable wise if not halter 
broken before weaning. This ts the 
most critical period in the Hfe of the 
horse, for if he loses- 50 or 100 
pounds of flesh now he will-iIn all 
probability never regain it—that ts, be 
will always be that much or more 
below what he would have been Lf he 
had grown right along. 

Good care from birth to maturity 
will add 100 to 200 pounds to the 
weight of a well bred grade mare or 
gelding and. add $25 to $50 to its mar- 
‘wet value. The milk of the average 
mare is 90 per cent water, and of the 
remaining 10 per cent two-thirds ts 
lactose or milk sugar. ‘This ts a much 
higher per cent of that element than 
is found tn any other milk except bu- 
man milk. 2 

The horse being a muscular animai 
nature furnishes the elements needed 
to produce muscle and energy rather 
than fat, and as a result the growing 
colt takes-more exercise than any otb- 
er young animal, and this evidence of 
good nourishment will continue after 
weaning If it Is properly fed. Grass 
grown on rich land ts a balanced ra- 
tion for all live stock in a natural con- 
dition, but-as we are growing the 
colt to meet the demands which are 
not natural It will pay to give a little 
grain throughout his growth. 

Alfalfa, cowpea and red clover hay 
are all richer {pn protein and carbohy- 
drates, the elements needed for his 
growth, than moet other kinds of for- 
age. and oats. rye, barley, wheat 
bran and middlings than most other 
grain feeds. 


Weaning the Lambs. 

When weaning lambs several things 
must be borne in mind. Put the lambs 
tm a nice, fresh green pasture, out of 
hearing of the ewes Put a dry tame 
ewe with the lambs so from her they 
will learn to come at call and be more 
easily handled. See that they find wa- 
ter, and keep tt fresh before them. 
Salt them in troughs so when graiuing 
is started they will find it easily and 
learn to eat it by having some salt 
mixed with it. And keep an eye on 
the ewes’ uddera. 


Bleat in Cows. 

For bloat in cows we bare found 
nothing so good as three tablespoon- 
tule of salt and four tablespoonfuls of 
pulverized charcoal tn a pint of water. 
writes a Virginia farmer in the Farm 
Journal. Repeat dose every ten min 
utes. The cow will soon recover,

You 
must understand that many of these 
places in Jerusalem cannot be the ex- 
act. spots as one would wish. The 
streets on which Jesus walked in- many 
places are 90 feet under ground. Jer- 
usalem has suffered ruin so many 
times and new houses, etc., being built 
on the old ruins, each time it was des- 
ore would ‘increase the amount of 
rubbish, etc., until at present in many 
= the original city, as we said, lies 
ried under ruins. Still it is Jerusa- 
lem and, the hand of man can never 
take away some of these spots sacred 
to the Christian. There were mauy 
other places in the city worthy of 
mention, but we must forbear at 
present. 

On Thursday we took carriage and 
drove to Jericho. It is due east from 
Jerusalem, and on the way we 
through Bethany, stopped at the Inn 
of the Good Samaritan, through the 


valley where the man “fell oe , 
; 


thieves,” and the place where it is sai 
Elijah was “fed by the ravens.” The 
ruins of the old city Jericho which fell 
“after compassed about seven times” 
are still there. There are the old 
bricks and portions of houses. Close 
beside is the well or By vi of bitter 
waters which Elijah ia Fy After 
dinner we drove to the Dead Sea, which 
is the lowest spot on the earth. Its 
waters are so salty that it is impossible 
to sink in them over the head. We 
swam in them and though there was 
no motion of the body it floated on the 
water. From here we went to the 
river Jordan in which waters we bad 
a fine swim. It is about four miles 
from Jericho and -between them we 
were shown the spot where Achan was 
stoned to death for stealing the wedge 
of gold; also the place called Gil 
where Joshua built the altar of twelve 
stones. Back of Jericho 1s the moun- 
tain and desert or wildness where 
Christ was tempted for 40 days. The 
road from Jerusalem to Jericho is still 
pested with thieves, but they did not 
molest us. A few days before we 
— by a man was killed and one 
undred pounds taken fromhim. We 
also visited Bethlehem, the town where 
Jesus was born, On the way out we 
the tomb of Rachel, Jacob's 
wife. This town is all Christian, not 
one Jew or Moslem being allowed to 
live init. It is nice and clean,and the 
women have the reputation of being 
the finest looking in all Palestine.

was born, and the rock-hewn manger 
in which He was laid “ wrapped in 
awaddling clothes.”

We were never tired with Jerusalem 
and ita surroundings. In many re- 
spects it is the same as in ancient days, 
in others, much changed. There are 
no wells or springs there. Under- 
ground are large cisterns in which the 


[people collect rainwater in the winter 


season. This supplies the city during 
the summer months. Besides these 
there are the old aquaducte which 
carry water from the pools of Siloam, 
some twelve miles south of the city. 
We stayed in Jerusalem over three 
weeks and I had the privilege of 
preaching three times, once to the 
Jews, 

We feel deeply thankful for being 
permitted to visit this * land of prom- 
ise,” and often wished while there that 
you were all with us. [-will ever re- 
main as one of the bright spots in my 
life. May God bless and be with you 
and your famlly is the prayer of your 
unworthy brother.

LUNA'S MIGHTY PEAKS. 


Pecullarity of the Ring Mountains of 
the Moen, _ 

The moon is really and truly a great 
planet of mountains, ites whole visible 
surface belug dotted with elevations of 
curious shapes and of extraordinary 
height. We say “its whole visible sur- 
face” and. basten to explain that we 
make this statement simply because 
the eye of man has never seen but one 
side of the surface of the moon, 

What we see convinces us that the 
little planet is extremely mountainous, 
for on the “end” exposed to our view 
there are no fewer than 80,000 peaks, 
varying in beight from 2.000 feet. to 
four miles, When we consider the fact 
that this lunarian world ts only one 
thirty-second part as large as the earth 
we can easily see why it deserves the 
title of the “planet of great moun 
tains.”

Wolves Killing Sheep 


A despatch from Marmora says: 
Farmers in Stanhope township report 
the loss of sheep by wolves. It is con- 
tended «lso that the Government 
should raise the bounty for killing 
wolves, the reasons being given that 
whereas some years ago the Govern- 
ment bounty on a wolfskin was $15, 
the person who killed the wolf being 
allowed to keep the hide, which is 
worth about $5, the trapper now gets 
only $15 bounty and has: to pay tty 
cents cost of making an affidavit, The 
Government requires that the hide be 
sent. to Toronto, and trappers claim 
that it is often lost in transit and they 
get nothing for it.

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NEW GUINEA A QUEER PLACE. 
Besides Cannibals They Have Sutter- 
flies as Big as Robins. 

A jet black butterfly, valued at 
$5,000, as big almost as a robin, with 
wings measuring eleven and & half 
inches from tip to tip, bas been brought 
to London from New Guinea by A. L. 
Mock, an explorer in the service of 
Walter Rothechiid, millionsire owner 
ef the famous private museum io 
Tring park. 

Several new varieties of butterfiles, 
by far the largest in the world, were 
discovered In New Guinea by Mock, 
“] had to take up from the coast,” 
be saya, “cases of pearl shell, toma- 
bawke and beads of all kinds before 
I could get the assistance of the natives 
in capturing the butterfiles. The na- 
tives aboot them with four pronged 
atrows, which they use for killing 
birds. 

“The female giant butterflies are 
black or brown or white, but the males 
are splendidly marked in green or gold. 
I brought back alee with me a butter 
fy which has a bairy body on account 
of the intense coldness of the Snow 
mountains. 1 

“A couple of my native boy hunters 
were killed and eaten by New Guines 
cannibals, who kindly sent me back 
the boves.” 

The hairy butterfly described by 
Mock, now in the Hothechild collec 
tion, in almost furry, so thick is its 
covering, and it has a wonderful ap- 
pearance. The explorer, who has been 
twenty-three years In New Guinea;

New Copper Alloy. 

A new copper alloy which has the 
hardness of steel and has great tensile 
strength has been invented by a 
French metallurgist. Eleven poundd 
of chromium are melted for one hour 
with eleven pounds of aluminium, and 
then 242 pounds of copper are added. 
The entire: charge is -kept at fusing 
temperature for half an hour, Then, 
fifty-five pounds of nickel are added | 
and the mixture is heated another 
hour, after which forty-four pounds of 
zine are added. The proportions of 
copper and chromiam can be varied, 
according to the use to which the alloy 
is to be put, but the order in which 
the metals are bronght to melting tem- ,

PLANTS AND TOBACCO SMOKE 
Many Varicties of Grewth Killed by 
Influceee of Tobacce. 


Prof. Molisch, the plant physioclo- 
gist of the University of Prague, 
has shown in some of his earlier 
work that large numbers of micro- 
rganisms, plants as well ae ani- 
mals, and the seedlings of higher 
plants are extremely sensitive to the) 
influence of tobacco smoke, some) 
being even killed thereby. Many of | 
the deleterious effects experienced 
were formerly attributed to the 
small quantities of illuminating gas 
which frequently vitiates the atmos-| 
phere of such rooms; but Molisch’s 
experiments left no room for doubt 
that it is really tobacco smeke that 
does the harm. His pictures show-| 
ing the growth of pea and vetch) 
seedlings in the presence and in the | 
absence of tobacco smoke are very 
striking.

__ It is the biggest a Two sizes, 10¢. and 


Saved In the 
Nick of Time 


The early setticrs in Kentucky came 
| largely from the same direction. Reach- 
| ing America from the old world, they 
| settled In Pennsylvania, later emigrat- 
| ed to western Virginia and, having 

worked out their lands there, moved 

on down the Ohio river to appropriate 
| the virgin soll of Kentucky. 

Among these movers was a family 
named Martin, the father and mother 
being elderly persons, their elder chil- 
dren grown.

BULGARIA’S KING. 


Bulgaria’s success in her great 
struggle for freedom is almost en- 
tirély due to her ruler, King Fer- 
dinand, who four years ago a4, 
sumed the title of Tsar. He is ré- 
puted to be the most autocratic 
ruler in Europe, for virtually the 
feudal] system prevails in, Bulgaria, 
and the monarch is recognized as 
owner of the soil. 

That King Ferdinand has not 
abused his power is evident from 
his record. He has extended the 
railway system in a very enlighten- 
ed manner, and has adapted his 
principal porte to modern shipping, 
thus opening up the commerce of his 


King Ferdinand of Bulgaria. 


country. Moreover, he has reor- 
ganized the Bulgarian army. 

King Ferdinand is a grandson of 
Louis Philippe of France. At the 
age of twenty-six he was elected 
Prince of Bulgaria, and since that 
time his sole object in life has been 
to increase the power and indepen- 
dence of the country over which he 
rules. He has been married twice 
and possesses a family of two sons 
and two daughters. The union with 
his second wife, who was the Prin- 
cess Eleanor of Reuss Kostrich, was 
in the nature of romance. .When 
the pair were young there was some 
talk if a union between them, but 
hegotiations fell through. The 
Princess remained single, and when 
King Ferdinand found himself a 
widower his thoughts turned to the 
woman who had attracted him in 
his youth. They were married four 
years ago, both being well on the 
way to fifty. 

The country over which King Fer- 
dinand exercises sway has a total 
possiaes rather less than that of 

reland,- though it slightly exceeds 
the latter country in area. The 
Zadruga, or house-community, is 
still popular in Bulgaria, and is 
ruled by a house-father and house- 
mother, who organize the work and 
lay down the law as was the custom 
with primitive commiunities.

A brine bath, in which four horses 
ean stand in hot brine, is now in 
existence at Droitwitch, England. 
The bath has been built at the rear 
of Mr. Everett’s garage, in 5t. 
George's Square, with a» sloping 
way down which the horses can 
walk in four stalls, where they will 
find themselves in about 2 feet 6 
inches of warm brine. After stand- 
ing in this for the number of hours 
ordered by a veterinary surgeon, 
they will be brought out, dried, and 
properly bandaged, to avoid all risk 
of catching cold.

Properly Boiled Meat. 

To boil meat so as to retain the 
juices and soluble salts and yet cook h 
sufficiently it shonid be plunged into 
boiling water and boiled rapidly for 
about ten minutes. After this fast 
cooking the kettle must be pushed over 
to the back of the fire, where its con- 
tents will simmer gently. This tends 
to coagulate the outer rind of the 
meat so that the juices cannot escape. 
If meat is treated in this manner the 
inside will be found juicy and tender, 
but if the meat ts allowed to boll it 
will be found hard and chippy, the 
goodness baving all boiled out of it.
